In an 
able article on this subject in the Foreign Quarterly 
Review, October, 1836, the writer says: ° Lastly, 
the eye of the antiquarian cannot fail to be both at- 
tracted and fixed by evidences of the existence of two 
great branches of the hieroglyphical language—both 
having striking affinities with thé Egyptian, and yet 
distinguished from it by characteristics perfectly 
American. One is the picture-writing peculiur to the 
Mexicans, and which displuys several striking traits 
of assimilation to the anaglyps and the historical 
tablets of the Egyptian temples. The second is a pure 
hieroglphical language, to which little attention has 
been hitherto called, which appears to have been 
peculiar or the Tulteean or some still more ancient 
nation that preceded the Mexicans; which was as 
complete as the Egyptian in its double constituency 
of a symbolic and a phonetic alphabet; and which, 
as far as we can judge, appears to have rivalled the 
Egyptian in its completeness, while in some respects 
it excelled it in its regularity and beauty.
